Claims 1 and 3-16 were ejected under 35 U.S-C. §103(a) as being ****** 
over WO 00/18066 to Benderet al (hereinafter Bender) in view of US 2005/01577^2 to 
Joy * aL (hereinafter Joy) and the admitted prior art ("APA") M disclosed by the 
A.pMoantinthespeeificatio.FlO.l.page ..lines 12-22. Applicant reapeetfully ,^t S 
Appending claims 1 and 3-16 arc patcntably distine-bahlc ««- ^bmatiun of 
ihc cited references. 

The Examiner has cited Joy as allegedly teaching mat MAC address is a unique 
address used on a network in order to ensure that a give., packet will arrive atthe correct 
destination. However, neither Bender, the APA or Joy disclose or surest the teaching of 

the claims 1 and 14-16. 

in particular, Bender, the AM and Joy, either individuaUy or in any combination, 
foil to teach or s «ge«* at least the registration process for two separate devices 
essentially as rccircd in claims 1, 14-16. Bender doesn't disclose the Step of separately 
registering u. d* access point, with the respective MAC addresses, the device and itself

Neither Bender, the AP A or Joy disclose or suggest at least a bridge device that

! 1, 14. 15 and 16. Furthermore, neither Bender, the APA nor Joy teach or suggest at least 

that the registration is performed through an ..thentication and an association process of 
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the type as defined by the IEEE 802 .11 suuidards. 

Signify, note that the em.ipment unit 40 of Bender is not registered as a 
device at the access point; instead it is recorded * the access point, a, being 
arable throng* the wireless ..odetn device throng «. point to point 
tok 5(5. This is different from being addressable « a ****** device on a wireless 
network, as in the present invention. 

In paUicmar. the alleged 'bridge, device' offender (wireless modem 42) does not 

and itselfas wireless devioe* on the wireless network to the access point Onpage 7, 
Bender on.y indicate, that the wireless modem 42 comprises a uansceivcr 46 that further 
comprises a wireless link communicaiinu module. 

However, in the present application it is indicated that some adaptation is 
necessary in abridge device to support the registration method of the claimed 
embo.li.nent. Clearly, the bridge devic. needs to manage multiple wireless connections 
concurrently; which is detailed in the present specification on page* 4-7. 

In contrast, the transceiver of Render docs not, and cannot, perform registration of 
the first terminal eqtupment unit 40 and the wtreless modem 42 as wireless device on a 
wlr ,Je« network. Instead, the unless modem 42 of Bender only enables reoording a 

device to an access point. 

Therefore, the bridge device of Dcndcr doesn't comprise means for carrying out 
two separate device registration, for registering the first device and the bridge device as 
wireless devices on the wireless network, one for the bridge device, end one for the first, 
device, using respective MAC addresses, wherein the registration is performed through 
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i standard.
